Project Goals 

1.) To return the visual prominence of these fountains and  enhance the visitor experience.

2.) To enhance safety by lessoning the fountains’ water depth. 

3.) To update the fountain systems to meet current codes. Today all fountains need to be re-
circulating, and have all water re-charged on site and kept out of the city’s stormwater system. 

4.) To add lighting within the fountain basin to illuminate the bronze sculptures and water spray 
features.

5.) To revitalize the overgrown entrance landscape with a design that enhances this major access 
into the Garden.



History: View of Public Garden 1867. Notice the lagoon bridge under construction; the strong connection 
of the two fountains (placed in 1861); and the pathway alignments leading to the fountains



History: View of Public Garden ca. 1875. Notice both the lagoon bridge and George Washington are positioned on 
same elevation; the strong connection between the fountains; and how the fountains coping stones are raised.



History: View looking West in 1870. Notice elevated coping stones of fountains; 
Slope of boardwalks going down from Arlington St.



History: Early 1900’s on the left and 1945 on the right. Note precedent of benches, 
raised elevation of pathways/fountain node, and less dense shrub borders.

Our Design Process



Landscape Layout: Introduction of benches on western sides of fountain nodes, adjustment of pathways on north 
& south, elevating and grading of fountain nodes



Landscape Layout: Slight shifts of pathways
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Landscape Layout at Fountain Nodes: 
Raising of the fountains and regrading of 
the surrounding plaza to provide an 
accessible user experience. Same approach 
on both fountain nodes.



Landscape Materials: Introduction of exposed aggregate paving, granite bench pads (to match other Garden bench pads).

Landscape Detail: Introduction of inscribed donor pavers; 
precedent images from Brewer Plaza



Arlington St Bed Planting: Goal is to build upon successful plantings in other areas of the Garden while 
showcasing four seasons of color with a palette of shrubs and perennials while balancing the formal display 
beds with the border beds. Provide a visual buffer to the street but still allow view sheds.
